1000 /.Portion,and he gaveaBond to her Truſtees of 6000 /. penalty, to leave her worth 2000 Land ſoon after the 
Marriage, entred into Articles with the ſaid Truſtces to the fame purpoſe. 
About fix Months after the faid Marriage, tlic ſaid Antboyy Mortgaged divers Freehtolds and Copyhold Lands x0 one 
Mr. Nourſe for 600 /. 

The ſaid Azthony being much weakned in his intellets by AppopleRtick Fits and other Infi:mities, and entire'y in the 
rower of his Wife was prevailed on by her about Six months alter the Marriage to {ufer a Judgement at Law a84in{t hin! 
for 6400 ]. to the faid Ann's Truſtees tor the performance of the ſaid Marriage Agreement, and thon after, avlolutely to 
convey the mortgaged Lands to Sir Richard #eſton (aFriend of the ſaid Ann's ) tor 100 1, 

The ſaid Anthony juſt rwo Years after the Marriage, dyed, having mae his Will, and thereof the foil 4nvs Traftess in the 
ſid Judgment, Executors in order to pertorm che Marriage agreement, l2aving the P<ritioner kis E:dett Son and Heir « 
Soon afrer whoſe death, Sir Richard Weſton died, having by his Will deviſed all his real Eitare tor his Lady. 

The Lady Weſton (art the inſtance of Ann Arne!d) brought her Bill for the Redemprion of the Norcgtgzd Linds © On 
which the Þetitioner brought a croſs Bill againſt her and the Lady Hort and Nowrſe : To which the faid Ann antiering; 
did ſwear, that the Conveyance to Sir Richard Weſton was bona fide, and abſolute, and not colourable or under any Truſt ſor 
her, but on hearing, the then Lord Keeper Guildford Decreed the Redemption to the Petirioner. 

Afterwards on a new Bill by An», pretending (directly contrary to her Oath before ) chac this Conveyance was in Truſt 
for her and no Purchaſe : It was ſo Decreed, that che Petitioner ſhould Account with her for the Protics fiace the death 
of Anthony, and that ſhe paying the Mortgage Nowſe and my Lady Weiton, they could reconvey the ſaid Moregaged Lan; 
to her, unleſs the Petitioners would pay her 2006 /., and Intereſt, ſhe diſcounting on Oath what ſhe had received out of th: 
ſaid Anthony's perſonal Eltate : And on ſuch payment the Petitioner was to redeem. 

The Petitioner Appealed againſt this Decree on ſome Points in Law, he conce!:cd might be wich him; but their Lord- 
ſhips looking on it as made on ofters (for the amicable ſettling this Family,) of che Pecitioners making up to the ſald Ann her 
20001. and of the ſaid Ann's diſcounting her Portion, ang} what ſhe had received of her Hutband's p:rional Eſtate) were 
pleaſed to diſmiſs the Appeal, and to aflirm the Decree, in which your Petitioners was and {till is entirely farisficd. 

In perſuance of the ſaid Order, the Petitioner delivered the ſaid 4»» pollcfiton ofthe Lands in quettion (reported by the 
Maſter in Chancery to be 1141. per Anrnum. 

And the faid Ann upon her Examination upon Oath, hath acknowledge that ſhe hath received her 1001. Portion 
again in Species 

But their Lordſhips having affirmed the Decreein general, and not directed concerning the ſaid Ann's 10001. Portion,nor 
the manner ofthe Account, or her diſcounting for the profits ſe has1eccived of the ſaic'T ahds,fince the Peticioners giving h-t 
poſſeflion. The Court of Chaucery are tied up by their Lordſhips affirmance, and withour the aid of this Supream Courc 
by an Order of Explanation in particulars aforefaid, the faid Ann Arro!d will inſtead of the 29-067. Articled and Decreed 
for her, have above 40:0 /, ( and the Petittoner be turned our of his Inhericance) in the particulars tollowing, Viz

Porticn to the Paiticners Father at that value end ty account for the reſt of the Putitioners Faikers porſonal 
Eſtate at the true value thereof, and for the Prefits of the faid Mecrtgaged Lands, ſince ſhe has been in Poſe i.u 
towards the ſatisfaion of the other 10col. and Intereſt; that ſo the Petitioner paying her the Refidue, may 
have kis Inheritance again.
